I must say that in the spring and summer of 1992, when the word 
stoppage resounded throughout the country (the work stoppage on 
trains with coal, the stoppage on factory floors, the stoppage of 
transportation), may aid Yuri Skokov very courageously conducted 
the r>egotiations with the miners. 

I met Yuri Skokov when 1 worked at the Moscow City Executive 
Committee. He was director of Quantum, a large defense plant, 
and he had run for elections to the Soviet parliament against Vitoly 
Korotlch, a prominent writer and journalist who at the time was 
editor in chief of Ogonyok (UWe Flame] , a plor>eer of giasnost. Due 
to various backroom deals and party scheming (described in 
Against the Groiri), Skokov won the election and proved himself to 
be a discipiir^ party protege, 

SIkokov is on intelligent man-that is the first thing that must be said 
about him. And very hard and taciturn. Many people were asking 
what his role was In my inner circle. It was a legitimate question. 
Skokov was actually the "shadow* prime minister whom I had always 
had (n mind. Both Sllayev, ur>der whom Skokov chaired the Supeme 
Economic Counsel*, arvd Gaidar, on whose watch Skokov becarrte 
chairman of tt^ Security Council, sensed a latent threat. 
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
